“Th—— P.” finds that the black on the etched 
markings of his thermometer tube will not stand 
carbolic acid, and asks me to tell him how to fill 
in a permanent black that would resist the acid. 
I do not think it can be done. He may easily re- 
new the black filling of the lines and figures as 
often as he pleases by rubbing shoemakera’ heel- 
ball over the etching, and wiping all clean witha 
dry rag, but I know of nothi ikely to be proof 
against carbolic acid. 1 would suggest, however, 
that he should get his thermometer tube encase: 
in glass, this will prevent the acid touching the 
lines; it is sometimes done, ard answers well, but 


re- Will add two or three shillings to the cost of 


the thermometer. 
Spanish onions are appearing in the shops, their 
season having just commenced. hey are amon: 
the cheapest of vegetables, and very good an 
wholesome if thoroughly boiled or otherwise well 
cooked. Mr. C. Hobbs has sent me the following 
directions for dressing them, which he describes 
as making a dinuer dish “ fit for a king ” :—Get 
one or more good-sized Spanish onions.

Secure one ond of the onion 
with dough and force the meat in with a little 
sauce, then secure the other end with dough, and 
roast one hour.

Keeping Tender Plants Through 
the Winter. 
Many are the difficulties little people have to € 
contend with in keeping their plants through tho 
winter. The following is only a sample of many 
letters which are now being sent to every paper 
treating upon gardening :—“ I have some fuchsia 
and geranium cuttings just rooted in the open 
border. Will you kindly tell me the best time to 
take them up and pot them; also how to keen 
them through the winter? Ihave a dry shed; ia 
that any use?—Ongin a Fix.” Keeping planta 
through the winter ina dry shed is a risky busie 
ness, but it is not impossible if the shed is light, 
Inthe first place, pot the plants up at once. and 
stand them ona board or something ixtpervions 
to worms, and leave them ia theopen air u long 
as can be done with safety. The light aucumu 
frosts may be kept off by covering with anything 
light, such asatowel. This open air treatment 
will harden the growth. Only enough water should 
be given to keep the foliage green and fresh. 
too much is given the growth will be full of zap, 
and the damp in winter will destroy them, evea 
if the frost can be kept from them; therefore, 
do not give more water t is necessary to support 
life. fore sharp frost is expected, range the 
plants ona table — shed in a light pals.

There is no property qualifica 
tion for councillors. Every person who is

Of course, if his name is improperly 
on the voters’ list he would not be qualitied. It 
ia doubtful whether women are entitled to be 
elected probably not.
